In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 

March 28, 2005, having a shortened statutory period for response set to expire 

April 28, 2005, wherein the Examiner required restriction between the following Groups: 

Group I - Claims 1-13, drawn to an apparatus; and 
Group II - Claims 14-20, drawn to a method, 

and wherein the Examiner has further restricted each Group into the following distinct 
Species: 

Group I Species 1 . claims 1-10, pertaining to a device including p- 
type regions dotted as discrete islands in the silicon layer; 

Species 2 . claims 11-12, pertaining to a device including p- 
type regions having a valence band edge potential; 
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Species 3 , claim 13, pertaining to a device including p-type 
regions dotted as discrete islands in the insulating layer; 



Group II 



Species 1 . claim 14, pertaining to a method including 
selectively introducing p-type impurities; and 



Species 2 , claims 15-20, pertaining to a method including 
immersing the apparatus for evaluating the amount of 
charge in an etching solution and calculating the amount 
of charge. 



Applicants elect Group ll/Species 2, with claims 15-20 readable thereon, for initial 
prosecution on the merits. Applicants also reserve the right to file a Divisional 
Application for the non-elected claims, which the Examiner has indicated is patentably
